tubular element of variable length (claim 4); collet, set 
screw, latch arm (claim 5) ; series of apertures (claim 6) ; 
threads on the barrel (claim 7) .

The prior art does not disclose a feed port for a 

pneumatic gun, including a moveable feed aperture for 

introducing projectiles into the gun breech; and means for 

moving the location of the aperture, and means for 

retaining the aperture in a fixed position.
